ARE SOCIALISTS PRACTICAL?—By Victor 1. jSerger 


Therelorc, while h is tme that Socialism will be the out- 
conte of economic cooditioiu. if civilisation is j survive, 
tve must see to it that civilization does survive. 

The idea that because SociatiM is bound to come, we 
do not Iiave to work for it, would be fatalistic, and 
mipht prove fatal to civilization. Carlyle is right, when 
he says: "Tlie history of what man has accomplished 
is at bottom tlie history of the great men who have 
worked here." 

.An idea to be successful mii.st be in harmony 
with surrounding conditions, but that alone is not 
enough. It must be propagated ». 2 d made alive in m«i 
and women. There must be a few people, at least, who 
care a great deal about the idea and who feel a resistless 
impulse towards its propagation. 

And to. that respect the Socialists are eminently prac¬ 
tical people. Since Socialism is to be the next phase of 
civilization—as tbe trusts, the centralization of property 
and every new invention seem to prove—those who act 
as the roadmakers and pathfinders for the new civiliza¬ 
tion do eminently practical work indeed. 

I’have indicated before that we are not able to destroy 
the pre.sent order of society at cxk blow, without destroy¬ 
ing civilizatioii Society is an organization. We are not 
able to start cii afrc.«U. We cannot begin civilization all 
over again. Socialism must emanate from capitalism, 
as capitalism developed out of feudalism. 

r>ur present civilization has gradually grown up, and 


bf pToduefi^ today we do not want to ilcstft^ and we 
carviot destroy. If we are to have ciyilizatian. Modem 
humanity does not intend to go back to tbe barlwrism 
ol tlie middle ages. 

B.n as long as the instruments of production—land, 
machinery, raw materials, railroad.s, telegraphs, etc.— 
remain private "Jlropcrt). only couiparativcly few can be 
sole owners and masters thereof. AiM.go long as such 
is the case, they will naturally use this private ownership 
for their private advantage. 

The prexut system wa.s a step in tbe evolution to free¬ 
dom. but only a step—it has already resulted in making 
comparatively few the absolute masters of our daily 
bread. 

There is but one deliverance from the rjilc of tin: peo¬ 
ple by capitalism, and that is the rule of capital by the 
people. 

If so much of what has been considered private pzop- 
erty is to be absorbed in great monopolistic ^Wnership 
—and there is nothing that can stop it—then, it we are 
to remain a politically free people, the iitevttable outcome 
will be that the people must take possession collectively 
of the production and distribution. 

And this is called Socialism. 

It is simply a matter of growth and of evolu¬ 
tion. Yet we must not forget that though society is 
truly an organism, the evolution of society doe* not take 
place precisely like the growth of plants an»l animal.*. 
The fomier is the result of efforts consciously put forth; 
the progretis of man requires the co-operation of men. 


♦he Socialists because* we are “idealists.” Tl>e others 
daim that we are as a whole "pretty good leliows,” but 
utterly "imprbctical.'’ 

Now what is 5>ociaii.sm? Socialism i.s defined as the 
collective ownership of the means of production and dis- 
tribution.lt is the name given to the next stage of civili¬ 
zation, if civilization j- to survive. 

As a matter of fact, the centralization of the control 
of property in a few hands is increasing with a raridity 
that threatens the existence of civilization. 

Within a short time we shall have two nations in every 
civilized country, and especially in America—both of na¬ 
tive growth. 

One nation will be very large in number, but semi- 
civilized, half-fed, lulf-educated and degenerated from 
overwork and misery; the other nation will be very small 
in number, but pverci^nlized, overfed, overcultured and 
degenerated front too much leisure and too much luxury. 

What will be the outcome? 

Some day there will be a volcanic eruption. The liuii- 
gry millions will turn against the overfed few. A fear¬ 
ful retribution will be enacted on the capitalist class as 
a class—and the innocent will suffer with tbe guilty. 

Such a revolution will retrograde civilization—it might 
throw back the white race into barbaris.m. Let us heed 
the warning of history. 

Every honest 'and practical man—anij every patriot 
who can think—ought to .say to himself the following:

Berger keeps the whole 
bunch guessing every day as to what 
he wilt do next in the interests of the 
worker. All the rest are old part> 
members, areithe pliant tools of big 
business, and dare not do a thing in 
the interests of their own class. 

Under such circumstances was it not 
a most ridiculous thing for the meny 
her fron the Fourth Michigan district 
to make such a speech, based on an 
assumption entirely false, as the 
judges are none of them independent, 
and he no more so than they are?

Oneof THE MILWAUKEE ELECTRiC 
RAILWAY AND LIGHT COMPANY’S 
most difticuli problems is caused by the 
urgent need lor keeping its cars moving reg¬ 
ularly at limes of heavy snowlall. 

Then, more than ordinarily, there is great 
public demand lor transportation. When 
sidewalks arc buried beneath deep drifts of 
snow, thousands of persons who otherwise 
could walk to and from ihcir homes must use 
the street cars.. 

Prs ctieally the entire business of the city 
depends upon the street railway. So docs 
every other form of activity. A tic-up of cars 
would mein paralysis of business and heavy 
losses to almost every class of citizens. 
The public need requires that cars be kept 
running. 

> When there is a big snow storm, the Com¬ 
pany is taxed to its utmost capacity to over¬ 
come’its difficulties and meet the Increased 
requirements of the People. Not only must 
the lines be kept open, on 140 miles of city 
tracks in streets, almost equal to twice the 
distance between Milwaukee and Chicago, 
but extra cars must be furnished for the 
added traffic. 

Wagon traffic, following the easiest course, 
uses the street railway tracks where the street 
Is clear of snow. This adds to the Company’s 
trouble in operating it.s cars. 

The street railway company’s first duty to 
the People is to provide transportation. Its 


system must be kept in operation. Snow 
must be removed from the tracks as it falls. 
Sweepers and plows must be kept at work 
almost constantly while a storm continues. 

Even in a winter season otherwise mod¬ 
erate, Milwaukee frequently is visited by 
severe snow storms. In many cities snow is 
removed from the downtown streets by the 
city street cleaning department. Nothing of 
this kind is done in Milwaukee. 

W'hen snow is removed from the railway 
tracks by plows or sweepers, it must neces¬ 
sarily be thrown in the roadway outside the 
tracks. Snow that is shoveled from side¬ 
walks also is heaped in the roadway. 

The expense, as well as the work, of keep¬ 
ing the street railway tracks clear of snow, is 
a great tax upon the resources of the Com¬ 
pany. Yet, the present city administration 
has caused an ordinance to be passed this 
year, which orders the company to remove all 
snow In excess of nine inches in depth, from 
the ' roadway, upon streets where it has 
tracks. 

Enfcr-emcnt of this ordinance adds a 
heavy burden to the cost of providing street 
railway service. Therefore it is a detriment 
to the service and an injustice to the Public 
as well as the company. The expense of 
keeping thq tracks clear adda greatly to the 
Company's operating costs. To remove snow 
also from the entire roadway will greatly 
impair the service.

“The pA*sent council granted the 
Milwaukee Electric Railway fSr I.ight 
company a „Xranchise on Seventh 
street, between State and Clybourn 
streets, bur John I. Begq>. then 
1 prr^i.iem .md general man.iger. re- 
' fused to accept the !crm^ under which 
i the franchise was granted. Mr. Beggx 
1 wanted a franchise on the terms of 


the blanket franchise of January a. 
ipoo. Refusing to obtain a franchise 
on those terms he continued the ex¬ 
pense of hauling passengers miles out 
{of their way daily to get them 
^ through the narrgw neck at Reed 
street bridge in transporting them be¬ 
tween the West and Sooth sides. 

“Throughout the controversy with 
the street railway company the coun¬ 
cil has contended that a cross-town 
line to be of any great value to the 
public should be farther west of 
Third street than Seventh street. If 
passenger* on east and west lines are 
to be forced to go that far east for 
a cross-lown^linc they might almost 
as well continue a few blocks farther 
and go south on Third street. 

Cftrt Crowded in Rush Hours 

But the street railway company at 
the hearing before Railroad Ccsimts- 
sioner John H. Roemer defeated the 
petition of the city for a cross-town 
line running between the northern 
terminus of the Twelfth street line 
and Layton park. The company hav 
ing succeeded in obtaining an order 
to diver, the Eighth street-Muskego 
avenue line to the viaduct, giving the 
corporation its long desired oppor¬ 
tunity ’to abandon regular service on 
Washington street betweejx Reed
